too far. As was pointed out last week, only 

recently has demon possession come to be rec- 
ognized as a reality by modern minds. The doctrine 
has been greatly revived in our generation because 
only demonic power can account for the evil and 
depravity all about us. Because naturalism and psy- 
chology have failed to explain or even to understand 
many of the conditions that plague mankind today, 
the Biblical teaching of demon possession has been 
widely re-examined and accepted. Demon power alone 
can account for much of today’s evil and misery. 


The Present Danger 


With this truth having been re-established, there 
is now danger of pushing truth too far by branding 
too much as demon possession. There is a danger 
of pushing back into the Middle Ages of fear and 
superstition. 

One of today’s most dangerous suggestions is that 
even a child of God may be possessed by a demon. 
Those who teach this are usually overzealous in es- 
tablishing the reality and prevalence of demon power. 
Their motive may not be bad; but they do not stop 
to think what terrible damage they may do, what 
fear they may create, or of what glory they rob God. 

Ordinarily it is pointed out that a demon cannot 
possess a Christian’s soul or his heart, but only his 
body. I maintain on the authority of God’s holy 
Word that a demon cannot possess a Christian’s 
spirit, soul or body. The idea that a demon may 
dwell in a Christian’s body rises from still another 
error—that all sickness or disease is demon possession.

Sickness and Demons 


Some sicknesses are caused by demonic power—but 
not all. If they were, then Jesus would have done all 
His healing by casting out the demon that caused 
them. But He didn’t. Mark 1:34 states, “And he healed 
many that were sick of divers diseases, and cast out 
many devils.” Note that He did not heal by casting 
out devils. The act of healing and the act of casting 
out devils are clearly separated. 

Because some sicknesses were caused by demon pos- 
session and some were not, Jesus had to discern be- 
tween demonic and natural maladies. 

In Matthew 12:22 we read of a man who had a 
demon of blindness. In order to heal him Jesus had 
to east out the devil that caused the blindness. Now 
note another blind man (John 9:1-7) whom Jesus

healed by anointing his eyes with an ointment of 
clay and spittle. Thus, we have two blind men—one 
made blind by a demon and one born blind; one 
was healed by casting out the demon, and one was 
healed by anointing with spittle and washing with 
water. The effect of their blindness was the same 
—they could not see—but the cause was different. 
Jesus had to discern between the two. The undis- 
cerning observer could not have noted any difference 
between them. The same will apply to deafness, dumb- 
ness, cancer, epilepsy, or any other sickness. The 
Scriptures are very careful in pointing out when 
sickness was caused by a demon, and very careful 
in distinguishing between simple healing and the 
exorcising of a devil. 


Some sicknesses—most sicknesses—are caused by a 
violation of nature’s laws. If I should stand barefooted 
in the snow and catch pneumonia, would a demon pos- 
sess me simply because I had no shoes? and could 
penicillin or hot lemonade drive him out? Such a 
thought is ridiculous. 

If I were to fall off a ladder and break my arm, 
would a devil come in simply because gravity drew me 
to the ground? and would the demon leave after my 
bones knit together again? Ridiculous, is it not? Such 
a thought makes demon power and divine power fickle 
and capricious. In both instances the affliction would 
have resulted from a transgression of nature’s law. 


Christians and Demons 


No child of God can be demon possessed, in spirit, 
soul or body. He may be blind, but it will be a natural 
affliction and not a demon. It may look no different 
from the blindness caused by demon possession, but 
it is different. Healing is what he needs—not to have 
a devil cast out of him. No demon is or can be in a 
genuine Christian. 


When Moses put his hand into his bosom (Exodus 
4:6) and contracted leprosy “white as snow” (which 
means it was an advanced and severe case), was he 
possessed by a demon? No, not even for a moment. 
None would deny, however, that he for-that moment 
had a severe and terrible affliction of liprosy. 

Possession involves ownership. What we possess, we 
own. What a demon possesses, he owns. To be demon 
possessed, even in body, means that the demon owns 
the body. What a horrible, unreasonable and anti- 
scriptural suggestion. The body of a child of God is 
the temple of the Holy Ghost; it is God-owned, God-

possessed, God-occupied and in every way totally His. 
Paul makes this emphatic in 1 Corinthians 6:19, 20, 
“What? Know ye not that your body is the temple 
of the Holy Ghost which is in you, which ye have 
of God, and ye are not your own? For ye are bought 
with a price: therefore glorify God in your body, and 
in your spirit, which are God’s.” 

The terrible suggestion that a Christian’s body can 
be demon possessed is not an accusation against the 
Christian but against the Lord. It shames His love 
and reviles His power. It suggests that He will share 
a Christian with the devil; like duplex tenants, He 
will possess the spirit while the devil occupies the 
body. It is not so. God knocks at the door of our 
lives; when we open the door and let Him in, He sups, 
or dines in fellowship, with us, and we with Him 
(Revelation 3:20). The devil cannot have any part 
with this holy communion. 

If he could have, it would make God a liar when 
His Word has said, “Greater is he that is in you, 
than he that is in the world” (1 John 4:4). It would 
make vile mockery of God’s Word. “And what concord 
hath Christ with Belial? ... And what agreement 
hath the temple of God with idols? for ye are the 
temple of the living God; as God hath said, I will 
dwell in them, and walk in them; and I will be 
their God, and they shall be my people” (2 Corinthians 
6:15, 16). 

If demons can break through the bloodline of Christ 
to possess the bodies of the redeemed of Christ, then 
demons are more powerful than He. This is a danger- 
ous belief, for it tears away our foundation of hope. 
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I belong to God. I am His property—spirit, soul and 
body. Any demonic power that would possess me must 
contend with the One who possesses me. I am no 
longer my own, for I have been bought with a price— 
the blood of the Lord Jesus Christ. No demon has 
power to violate that divine possession. 

An unconverted church member cannot have that 
assurance, no matter how morally good he may be. 
His condition is described in Matthew 12:43-45. Be- 
cause of the person’s self-reformation, the devil 
may leave him for a season. Note that the demon 
goes out of the man instead of being cast out. If 
he had been driven out, then the power that cast 
him out would certainly be able to keep him out; but 
it was not so. The demon retained possession of the 
man so that even while he was gone out of him he 
referred to the man as “my house.” 

But the Christian is God’s house. He has not been 
merely swept and garnished, but he is washed by 
the blood of the Lamb. The devil has been cast out 
and has not merely gone out for a season. A Christian 
man is not empty as was the man of Matthew 12; 
but abiding in him are the God of heaven, the Christ 
of Calvary, and the Holy Ghost of eternity. 

We who are Christians need have no doubt, or 
dread, or fear. We belong to God—spirit, soul and

E SPEAK WITH OUR hearts. Sound falls 
VW) our lips; but conversation springs from 
the thoughts with which we have filled our 
hearts. Individual sentences may be forced, mislead- 
ing, assumed, or deceitful; but not habitual conver- 
sation. What we say to others will finally reveal the 
true treasures of our hearts. Jesus said, “Out of the 
abundance of the heart the mouth speaketh” (Mat- 
thew 12:34). 

This was Paul’s subject. “Be not drunk with wine,” 
he said. “Be filled with the Spirit; speaking to your- 
selves in psalms and hymns and spiritual songs.” In 
this, Paul described the truly spiritual man, the man 
whose abundant filling is with the Spirit of God. In 
doing so, he disclosed the difference between the per- 
son filled with God’s Spirit and the one filled with 
the intoxicants of the world. 

Paul’s message is one of real concern to the Pente- 
costal believer. As partakers of Pentecost, we should 
demonstrate the marks of Spirit-filled believers. We 


may feel that we already do. Having tasted of the 
external, initial, and phenomenal signs of Baptism in 
the Spirit, we may sense a glow of attainment. We 
may be subtly tempted to set our standards by our 
personal inventories rather than by His “riches in 
glory by Christ Jesus.” So, while our worship is marked 
by spiritual demonstration, our everyday living may 
be strangely devoid of spiritual power. 

If such a lack of power is found, the cause may 
well be discovered by looking to our speech. Christ 
declared that the mouth speaks from the heart’s 
abundance. As the water of the stream reveals the 
sickness of the fountain, the words of our lips will 
disclose the ills of our hearts. The standard against 
which God would have us measure the spirituality of 
our conversation is found in Paul’s words: “psalms 
and hymns and spiritual songs.” 

How impractical this formula seems! Can it ever 
be applied to everyday speech? Did Paul, after all, 
write as an idealist in an ivory tower? Had he lost 
touch with reality? 

Hardly. Paul was a theologian unmatched in the 
history of the Christian church. He was the out- 
standing scholar of his own generation. He was the 
eloquent preacher of Mars’ Hill. But he was also a 
tentmaker; and he never lost sight of the canvas 
and the needle of everyday living. He had not done 
so when he penned these words. 


What at a glance would seem impractical is in two 
words made the heritage of every Spirit-filled saint. 
Those two important words are “to yourselves.” 
“Speaking to yourselves,” he said. Elsewhere we are 
told that our speech in the world is to be pure, sober, 
attractive, apt, and wise. In this verse, however, Paul 
was referring to the conversation of the “called out 
ones.” He was speaking of the language of spiritual 
sojourners, of fellow citizens of a heavenly country. 
The speech of which he was writing was the out- 
flowing of their personal devotion and the subject of 
their common interest. 

In addition to this conversation of the saints, Paul 
made reference to another wonderful thing. The Spir- 
it-filled could also have poetry and song of the heart. 
How happy are the words of his description! “Singing 
and making melody in your heart to the Lord.” Far 
more than a daily devotional, this is daily devotion. 
A song of love and praise, Paul assured his readers, 
was the heritage of every heart that is abundantly 
filled by the Spirit. 

This may serve to illustrate this wonderful truth. 
Recall with me the first time that you fell in love. 
You felt so tall that it seemed that your head and 
heart were in the clouds. A single smile from that 
special person made your heart beat faster; you won- 
dered if your chest could possibly contain its happi- 
ness. Suddenly you became a poet. It may not have 
rhymned; but you talked in the terms of a poet. You 
were thinking with your heart. No words could quite 
express the big, magnificent, and beautiful emotions 
that welled up within you. You were not unlike the 
lad who wrote: “I’d climb the highest mountain; I’d 
swim the deepest (Continued on page 9)

AVE YOU EVER stopped 
Lf to think just how impor- 

tant and how powerful a 
word is? Actually, a word has im- 
mense value. A word can “crush.” 
A word can be “so sharp as to 
pierce and cut.” A word can be 
“so bright that it does away with a 
dark situation.” A word can “con- 
sole and bring comfort.” A word 
can “cheer and bring happiness.” 
A word can “discourage.” A word 
can mean the difference between 
spiritual life and spiritual death, 
and that word is “believe.” 

It has been said that “kind words 
cost little,” but that is not always 
the case. “Kind” words cost time, 
care, consideration and sympathy 
on the part of the person who 
speaks them. Everyone likes to hear 
words that show him which way to 
go when in trouble or in doubt. 
We like to hear words that com- 
fort us when we are in sorrow. We 
like to hear words that strengthen 
us when we are weak in faith and 
sick in body. We like words that 
“calm” us when we are troubled 
and upset within, words that help 
us when we are disappointed, words 
that give us hope, even in the face 
of death. 


Fitly-Spoken Words 


How can we learn to speak “fitly- 
spoken words? “Fitly-spoken” 
words can come only from one kind 
of person—a person with a special 
kind of heart. They come from a 
true heart—a heart that is true and 
loyal to God. Before our words can 
be fitly spoken, the heart from 
which they come must be right 
with God. Fitly-spoken words must

also come from a kind heart. When 
our hearts are filled with God’s 
love, pity and sympathy, the right 
words cannot help but issue from 
our mouths. 


An “Idle Word” 


The Bible also speaks of an “idle 
word.” “But I say unto you, that 
every idle word that men shall 
speak, they shall give account 
thereof in the day of judgment” 
(Matthew 12:36). 

We think in words. We cannot 
think without them. Even though 
we do not always speak them, we 
think them. You and I can build 
people spiritually with our words, 
or we can, by talking, hinder them 
in their worship. If steam is skill- 
fully used, it will set a factory in 
motion; but, if that steam is mis- 
managed or misused, it can blow 
up a factory and wreck it. The 
same is true of the words we speak. 
Words can build people or wreck 
them.” 

The Scripture states, “by thy 
words thou shalt be condemned.” 
Wicked words will pass in review 
at the judgment—words that per- 
haps some people will have forgot 
they ever said, or words that were 
said in private or in secret and 
perhaps they think no one knows 
about them. 

What are idle words? “Words that 
do not glorify Jesus Christ.” Say 
nothing that you cannot say in the 
presence of Christ. Do you know 
that we say much that we have 
not really thought? We often 
speak first and think later. These 
could be called “idle words,” and 
although they do not express our 


real selves, they often cause real 
damage. Have you ever heard some- 
one say, in an effort to excuse 
someone, “He did not really mean 
that. He is not feeling well,” or 
“This has been an unusually hard 
day for that person?” But, then 
we also hear the expression, “Well, 
whether he meant it or not, he 
said it, and it hurt me.” The dam- 
age was done. Words often pass 
from our lips and tongues, and 
often we forget them the moment 
after they are spoken, but some- 
times they are like scorpion stings 
to those who hear them; and these 
words, unless forgiven, will meet 
us in the judgment. © 


A Word Spoken in Due Season 


The Bible tells us of “a word 
spoken in due season.” “A man 
hath joy by the answer of his 
mouth: and a word spoken in due 
season, how good is it!” (Proverbs 
15:23). 

What is a “word spoken in due 
season’’? It is the “right word” spo- 
ken at the right time! It may not 
always be the word that is sought 
and asked for. It might well be an 
unwelcome word, a word of rebuke 
or correction. What could be more 
seasonable than to cry “stop” to 
someone who is about to fall over 
a cliff? The person does not expect 
to hear the word, and for the mo- 
ment does not accept it with favor. 

The greatest requirement of “a 
word spoken in due season” is that 
the word should be suitable for the 
occasion. This has special bearing 
on the gospel of Jesus Christ. We 
should be on the lookout for suit- 
able moments in sorrow, when a 








































person’s heart is softened; during 
those times when the Holy Ghost 
is dealing with a soul; after mis- 
takes have been made when people 
realize they have made mistakes 
or when doubts and fears have 
been expressed. 

Why is a “word spoken in due 
season” good? The soil must be in 
the right condition, or the seed that 
is flung upon it will be wasted. It 
is foolish to cast bushels of wheat 
by the wayside, and it is foolish to 
“cast pearls before swine.” 

There is a time to speak, and 
there is a time to be quiet! 

The condition the person is in 
to whom we talk will determine 
what words he will best receive. 
We do not give words of sympathy 
to one who is happy and cheer- 
ful. We do not give cheerful and 
happy words to someone who is in 
bereavement. We cannot speak 
wisely to people until we have 
learned to put ourselves in their 
place. To be able to talk to people 
and help them by using the right 


‘words is a great spiritual accom- 


plishment. 

Personal conversation is most 
fruitful. This was Christ’s method 
with Nicodemus, the woman at the 
well, and others. 


A “Good Word” 


“A good word maketh it glad” 
(Proverbs 12:25). Sometimes the 
hearts of our brothers and sisters 
in Christ are bowed down with 
heaviness. They become depressed 
spiritually. What’s the cure? The 
cure is a lot of “brotherly kind- 
ness” expressed in “good words.” 
Christians could make the com-

munities in which they live, the 
places where they work, and the 
highways they travel “brighter and 
more glad,” if they did what this 
Scripture says. 

I have followed a certain policy 
ever since I have been in the min- 
istry. It has worked wonders. I have 
always made it a point not to tell 
a person anything bad I hear about 
him. I keep that to myself or for- 
get about it. But if I hear some- 
thing good or complimentary about 
someone, I always make it a point 
to pass that compliment along. No 
good is accomplished by telling 
someone something unkind you 
heard someone say about him. 


A “Pleasant Word” 


The Bible also refers to a “pleas- 
ant word.” “Pleasant words are as 
an honeycomb, sweet to the soul, 
and health to the bones” (Proverbs 
16:24). 

Pleasant words cost little, but 
they are worth a lot to the person 
who hears them. The gloom of 
some people has repelled the chil- 
dren and young people from serv- 
ing Christ. Our children and young 
people need to see the “sunny side” 
of serving Christ. 

We cannot frown people into the 
church. If we make the gospel of 
Christ attractive to sinners and to 
newborn babes in Christ by our 
pleasant and kind words, we are 
helping Christ in his mission to 
save lost souls. I have seen new 
converts discouraged at the very 
beginning of their Christian expe- 
rience by the unpleasant and un- 
kind words of Christians who have 
been serving God for a long time. 


“Pleasant words” are found in 
the gospel of Jesus Christ. Christ 
preached so that “the common 
people heard him gladly.” If He 
had been unkind they would not 
have listened. Men wondered at the 
“gracious words” that fell from His 
lips. The words of the gospel are 
pleasant; they tell of God’s love; 
they portray Christ as the Saviour 
of lost mankind; they invite men 
and women to salvation—not drive 
them away! 

In James 3:2 we read, “If any 
man offend not in word, the same 
is a perfect man.” A rider cannot 
control the horse he is riding with- 
out a bit in the horse’s mouth. 
Without a bridle on our tongues, 
none of us can steer our lives in 
the right direction. Moses, the 
meekest of men, was shut out of 
the promised land because he 
“spoke unadvisedly with his lips.” 
The bridle on a horse is a very lit- 
tle thing—yet, the rider cannot get 
along without it. The rudder on a 
boat may be very small, but the 
rudder is what makes it possible 
for the captain to steer his vessel. 
A tiny spark may set a forest on 
fire. The tongue is a very little 
member; but if a person has vic- 
tory over it, it will save his life. 

Words have been spoken that 
have done irreparable damage to 
other people. I once knew a wom- 
an who would tell things about an- 
other person, and then she would 
always excuse herself by saying, 
“Well, it is the truth, and the truth 
never hurt anyone.” But the truth 
about people does hurt and dam- 
age. What you say about a person 
may be true, but that does not 
mean what you say about them 
will not hurt their feelings or their 
influence with others. 

May God help us to realize that 
once a word is spoken, it cannot 
be called back. May we strive to 
speak words that are 

“fitly spoken” 

“words spoken in due season” 

“good words” 

“pleasant words” 
and may God help us not to of- 
fend in word. The best way to ac- 
complish this is to keep His love 
and the Holy Ghost abiding in our 
hearts.

sea; I’d cross the burning desert... 
T’ll be over tomorrow—if it doesn’t 
rain.” You were in love! 

The heart that is full of the 
Spirit’s abundance is also a heart 
in love. When we are filled with 
His presence, we are constantly 
learning new and wonderful things 
about Christ. “He,” said Jesus, 
“shall testify of me.” It is no won- 
der, then, that the heart of the 
spiritual man should experience a 
“singing and making melody .. 
to the Lord.” Because we are in 
love with Christ, we also think in 
terms of the magnificent, the large, 
and the beautiful. 

It is as normal for the spiritual 
man to break forth into song as 
for the lad who falls in love. As 


the Spirit whispers of the Son, our 
hearts and lips pour forth spirit- 
ual endearments. Jesus becomes 
“the Rose of Sharon,” “the Lily 
of the Valley,” “the Bright and 
Morning Star,” and “the Fairest of 
Ten Thousand.” He is called “Won- 
derful, Counsellor, the mighty God 
. . . the Prince of Peace.” Filled 
with His Spirit, we become verita- 
ble bards of blessedness. We become 
Pentecostal poets. 

Or do we? 

Do our lives conform to this pat- 
tern? We may well ask, “Has our 
Pentecostal experience influenced 
us beyond our public worship?

Will it be the riotous 
rhythm of worldly intoxication? 
Will it be the sensual song of self- 
ish materialism? Or will it be the 
joyous melody of the Spirit? What 
is the subject when you talk to 
yourself?

When the altar call 
was given, he came forward. A 
powerful prayer was made for him. 
He then asked to speak with 
Brother Walter Lauster after the 
meeting. 

To our amazement, at the close 
of the meeting, another drunk 
came in, and we recognized the 
man who had been in the tent 
on Sunday afternoon. The two are 
friends and they talked with us 
in their drunkenness. One smote 
himself and said, “Oh, that a loving 
God would send a heart attack 
right now and deliver me from 
living death.” Once more I looked 
into those red, bleary eyes and 
felt deep grief for the wounded 
and crushed creation of God which 
stood before me. 

The tent soon emptied and the 
people left the lot where the tent 
stood.

Refugee Center Opened in 
Miami

WISH TO bring you up to 
date concerning the work of 
the “Casa del Buen Samari- 

tano” (Church of God Refugee Cen- 
ter) here in Miami. It is my sin- 
cere hope that you will find this 
information interesting. 

The Center has three principal 
purposes: (1) To render necessary 
aid to those awaiting Federal Aid 
or to those needing direct assist- 
ance otherwise, (2) To create good 
will and to present true Christian- 
ity in action, (3) To establish a 
Spanish-speaking church in Miami 
for the Church of God. 

When refugees arrive in Miami, 
they are almost penniless. The Cu- 
ban government will allow them to 
bring only a few dollars and a 
suitcase of clothes with them. A 
fortunate few managed to get some 
money out of the country when 
the trouble began. The great ma- 
jority have been left destitute, fac- 
ing the necessity of beginning a 
new life. The United States govern- 
ment has appropriated some funds 
to assist these needy people; never- 
theless, the red tape is consider- 
able and the wait often long before 
this help arrives. 

This is where the Center comes 
in. We attempt to help tide these 
people over until other help is 
available. We rejoice with them 
when the Federal check comes or 
when they - a job. This work is 
blessed—and at times, heart-rend- 
ing. Let me give you an example: 
Senora S.....__. has herself and six 
children to support. They live in an 
upstairs apartment which normal- 
ly would be adequate for two per- 
sons. It is poorly furnished with a 
bed and a small two-burner stove. 
The children obviously must sleep 
on the floor. Her husband was on 
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the front lines in the recent ill- 

fated invasion and is probably now 

imprisoned or worse. Senora S__. 

had to wait almost four weeks for 

her Federal check. Food from the 

Center kept this family from go- 

ing to bed hungry. There have been 

many more cases, different in 

many respects, but all similar in 

that all these people needed help. 
We have a standard package that 

we give to these people. It consists 

of ey twelve items 

which are varied pets Here are 

the contents of a sample package: 

Fresh Vegetables 

Beans (Red and Black) 

Rice 

Meat (Canned) 

Sugar 

Salt 

Milk (Canned) 

Coffee (La Estrella or Riona) 

a Oil (1 pint)

Washing Powders 
Toilet Tissue 

This will feed a family of four 
for three days. And the people are 
really glad to get it. When you are 
hungry, this looks like a banquet! 
We get a real blessing out of help- 
ing these needy people. They are so 
grateful. Yet, there are times when 
our hearts are burdened when we 
must say, “No more today.” And 
they reply, “But, Mister, please, 
what'll I do?” 

The standard package costs only 
$2.50. We are able to buy at cost 
from wholesalers in Miami. Five 
dollars ($5.00) will feed a famil 
of three for a week. The freewi 
contributions from friends, pastors 
and churches throughout Florida 
have paid for these packages. I 
know God shall richly bless each 
one who has had a part. It is my 


prayer that a multitude of others 
throughout the country will catch 
the burden of supplying this in- 
ee service of immediate 
aid. 

Upon returning to their own 
country again, these refugees will 
remember and treasure in their 
hearts and lives the essence of love 
and Christian brotherhood which 
they experienced here at the Cen- 
ter in Miami. These are fine peo- 
ple; they do not soon forget a 
kindness. In them we are building 
good will and prestige for the 
church which will surely bear fruit. 
I believe God has given us an op- 
portunity to reach a class of peo- 
ple which we have never before 
been able to reach in Cuba. We 
are having good immediate results; 
the great harvest is to follow. 

The need for a Spanish-speaking 
Church of God in Miami is vital. 
There are nearly one million res- 
idents in the Miami area. One out 
of every five people here speak 
Spanish. This is an area which we 
have woefully neglected in the past. 
We can no longer pass up this 
tremendous challenge to spread the 
Gospel of Christ to these people. 
Starting just a few weeks ago with 
only two Spanish-speaking Chris- 
tians, we are seeing the church be- 
gin to form and grow. To God be 
the praise for the increase. 

Here are a few statistics con- 
cerning the Center for the first 
three months operation. 


Food distribution—8,500 lbs. to 553 
families 

Garments distributed—3,000 to 234 
families 

Pieces of mail announcing serv- 
ices—1,100 

Tracts, Gospel portions, New Tes- 
taments, and Bibles given to 
those indicating interest 
At this writing, new registration 

has been closed at 400 families. 

Many must be turned away each 

day. With your help we would re- 

ceive all who come for aid in their 

hour of distress. 


The costs of beginning this work 
have been shared equally by the 
State of Florida, the Missions De- 
partment and General Headquar- 
ters. Registration of the Center is: 
SPONSORED BY THE CHURCH 
OF GOD, GENERAL HEADQUAR- 
TERS, CLEVELAND, TENNESSEE. 
This has been a great beginning. 
Now we need additional help to ex- 

and the work and to reap the 

arvest which we have _ sown. 
Therefore, we are making an ap- 
peal throughout the entire Church 
of God for donations to continue 
this work. 

Remember, we have many fam- 
ilies to help, and it costs $5.00 a 
week for each one, therefore, we 
are asking for your prayers so that 
we yeag be able to continue this 
work.
